The next Iwo resident lawyers of ihe 
ilartlord bar were Ssit.niel Tevia and 
Moeos Cti millings. Tc»ie came from 
Shelby county, and only practiced Rl the 
Hartlord twr a f» »v yearn, and again re 
lurneil to Slielby villc, and wasi clerk of 
i lint court for many years. While in 
Hardor.l his hal.ita were rather dissipa 
ud, but he was looked upon ns a young 
lawyer of promise, and got a fair portion 
of patronage. Muxes Cummings came to 
Hartford at quite an early poriod. Few 
men of his |>eriod were his superiors in 
intellectual endowments, or real morn! 
worth. But he had one vice, and one 
virtue in t icess, both of which mood in 
bis path and l.nrred bis way to bono' 
and distinction. His vice was intemper- 
ance, bit virtve in exceaa was the most 
consiimste modcety and w.ml of BfJC re« 
liance. Charles Henderson, the clerk of 
..ur court lor ninny years, was ollen heard 
tossy that he never heard Moses ( ummins 
say a looosh thing in court , and Philip 
Thompson, a compeiilor at the bar, u»e.l 
lo say lluit in would as soon have t'um- 
iiiings lo draw up the prweeilings in a 
suit as John Marshal, BMW chief justice 
ol tl e United States. Yet, with all these 
le^'.il and intellectual .publications, ha 
ould resort to almost any sublet luge 
railu-r iIimii s|H-:ik in public; and there 
is Utile doul.l but his inebriety was partly 
attributable to lluscause. Litigants love 
lo hear (heir virtues ventilated, and their 
ndier>aries villilied, even at the expense 
of their iiockels. Hence, moat clients 
will pass by a man of profound legal 
knowledge, and employ a fussy, secxvid- 
rate attorney, if be is a fluent speaker. 
This was Cuiiiinii.ga' lute. Men would 
consult with him as lo their legal rights, 
and then go to other lawyers lo do fbeir 
<■»._; Howeier, there are still more 
evidences left among the old records of 
our court of the chastity, lorce and per- 
spicuity of his intellect. Whether acting 
as surveyor or commissioner of court, or 
attorney, every instrument of writing 
drawn by him is remarkable for its per- 
spicuity, clearness and chaste brevity 
In society he was mild, gentle and retir- 
ing; never assuming the lead in conver- 
sation; never thrusting his views and 
opinions upon others, and always ex, 
pressed l.ia ideas in the fewest possible 
words. 

A story is told of his attending A party 
at i he house of old Harrison Taylor. 
Old Bunt Jane, as she was familiarly 
called, was remarkably social and lalka* 
live, and, observing the young lawyer's 
ty and retiring manner, 
tried several times lo interest him and 
engage him in conversation, but meeting 
with such little success, she exclaimed : 
"Well, well) they say your name is 
.Voees, and you are a young lawyer ; 
bAve you got a brother AAron to do your 
talking ? I think you will have to have 
one before you make a greAt lawyer of 
yourself" She was a shrewd observer 
ol human character, and her predictions 
proved too true; for with all his intel- 
lectual And moral worth he never reached

gaining only A meagre support by prac- 
ticing law, surveying And sometimes 
teaching school, and it is to be re 
that he did not devote hie whole 
and Attention to the latter calling, 
for few men excelled bim in the art ol 
conveying his ideaa lo the 
ty ; And Although hf seldom resorted (o 
the use of the rod, yet the continued smile 
playing upon his countenance, and jet' 
black eye, seemed to be foreboding diaAsler 
And punishment to (he indolent And 
naughty, and appropriation and love to 
the timid and diligent. 

We Iiavc endeavored lo portray the 
man in his sober hours, but when par 
tially intoxicated he was quite different 
— talkative, witty, and sarcastic, bold 
and daring, but never Aggressive or quAr 
rclsome unless ilNtrcaled; always polite 
natured in Jiis most withering 
A word that 
would be out of place in the most polite 
society. In a word, his brilliant fancy, 
wit and sarcasm, while drinking, was far 
more enjoyed by his beat friends than his 
retiring, unassuming modesty while sober, 
and his drinking was uo doubt too often 
winked at, if not encouraged, by many 
who should have been his better friends, 
He removed to Daviess county, where 
he resided many years, and finally went 
to Texas, where be died. 

A striking coutrast to the foregoing 
person was fhjlip Thompson, the next

resident lawyer at the Hartford bar. 
By no means the superior, if even the 
equal of Moses Citmmings in education or 
intellect, of small statue and a stammer- 
ing impediment in his speech, yet by ihe 
force of indomitable will and untiring 
industry, he finally rose lo weAlth And 
distinction. 

He came to Hartlord when quite a 
yomh, but not like too many young 
lawyers of the present day, who consider 
themselves full-grown when they gel 
their license signed, he was seldom seen 
ii|sin the streets, but remained A close 
stud. 'tit. It was said to be A frequent oc- 
currence when he was applied to for 
legal, advice, lo postpone his opinion un- 
til a future day, and during the interval 
examine and scrutinize all Ihe authori- 
ties in his reach. Thus he scmiii acquired 
the reputation of a sule and reliable ad- 
viser. His devotion to his client's inter- 
est was untiring — ever ready to fight to 
the bitter end, either intellectually or 
physically, for success. Even the stam- 
mering or halting that sometimes oc- 
curred in his delivery, he seemed to have 
turned to his advantage. Like the pAii.se 
between Ihe vivid lightning-Hash and the 
thunder-clap, bis stammering seemed 
but ike gathering of An impassioned 
burst of eloquence, which followed. 

He was also remarkably acute in his 
judgment of human character; and dur- 
ng the days of our early practice, when 
jurors were summoned indiscriminately 
from the crowd, Was celebrated for his 
tact in selecting jurors His devotion lo 
the interest of his clients, tact in select- 
ing jurors and impassioned eloquence, 
soon gave him fame as a criminal law- 
yer, and it was not many years until he 
Acquired a lucrative practice. 

He took an active part in the war of 
1S1J, and besides volunteering in several 
cavelry excursions into the Indian terri- 
tory, he went with Governor Shelby's 
forces to Canada. The scene that oc- 
curred when the company was organized 
for Ohio county, is still fresh in the 
recollection of the author of these 
sketches. Ohio county was then "no 
pent up Utica," but was com|osed of 
McLean, Butler, tlrayson. Breckcnridge, 
Hancock and the whole of Daviea, and 
it seemed like all the men and boys were 
assembled in town that day. Alter the 
company was made up, it was formed 
into line for the purpose of electing offi- 
cers. It was arranged that as each office 
ATM lo hv filled, the candidates were to 
march out in front ol the line and march 
down it, each soldier following the man 
of his choice. The captain was the 
lirot to be elected, ,1ns. Tyler, a line 
looking specimen of the Kentucky hun- 
ter, dressed in a hunting shirt, was elected 
without much opposition. The election 
ol lieutenant was then announced, and 
I'lionison marched to the front, and 
made a speed, full of .wit, humor nnd 
patriotism, but did not gel a chance to 
walk to the head of the line, for several 
stout hrawney volunteers broke rank, 
reared him upon the ; r shoulders, and 
marched along the ranks, the whole of 
whom followed with shouts of AcclAma- 
tion. 

When Shelby's army reached the Ukes 
l was necessary to "l?ave most ol the 
rsea behind. A large peninsula Af- 
forded Ihem range and pasturage, by- 
placing sentinals across a narrow neck 
of land. It was necessary to detail men 
to perform this important duty, and from 
the confidence that the superior officers 
had iu Tyler's vigileuce and prudence, 
Ilia company was detailed for that pur- 
pose; but Thomson wad indignant at the 
order, and resolved to follow the main 
army as a ''high private." dumping into 
A baggage transport he reached the Can- 
ada shore, and although much troubled 
with rheumatism, with which he was 
>re or less afflicted through life, he fol- 
lowed the main army on foot, and was 
the only soldier from Ohio county who 
participated in the glory of the battle of 
the Thames 

He was elected to the Legislature, and 
served the 'session that Dayiesa was 
formed, and shortly alterwanls removed 
to Owensboro, the county being called 
after Jo Daviess, and the town After 
Owen, two heroes who fell fighting for 
their country during the w ar of 1812. 

Mr. Thompson was by no means an 
office-seeker, and was only one. elected 
to Congress, and was present when John 
Q. Adams was elected by that body. 

It !• the duty of the biographer to 
record as well the failings as the virtues 
of distinguished men; in order that their 
failings may be shunned, as well as th.ir 
virtues lonoweu. Aitiiougn ttie sutject 
of this sketch bad most of the qualities 
that should exhalt men in society, he was 
extremely high-tempered, hasty and ex- 
citable, and when he conceived that he 
had been insulted or injured, his temper 
was perfectly ungoveriiAblc. This failing 
grew with age, and besides several other 
personal difficulties, led first to the al- 
most fatal duel between himself and 
Triplet! , And finally to Ihe fatal rencoun- 
ter which resulted in his lamentable 
death. 

The deep, exciting anxiety expressed 
at the result of his duel with Triplett, 
and the intense gloom And sorrow 
that his friends in Ohio heard of his 
death, 'proved that while a citizen of 
their county he had merited their 
esteem. 

We do not allude to these two events 
with the view of censuring the memory 
of the dead. We wish only to warH the 
rising generation against ungovernable 
temper and hasty hursls of passion, 
which, if -uncontrolled, however upright 
and honorable they may live, may lead 
to like latal results.

A Koinaara »r Fort (Irorir l-lnn.l. 

Fort Oeorge Island — a winter resort 
at Ihe mouth of Ihr Si. John's River, 
Florida, which is coming into fashion — 
is (he subject of an enlhusiastic writer in 
Scribner for September, who relates the 
following : 

The young owner of the Island, culti- 
vating hundreds of acres and raising 
enormous crops ol' cotton and sugar, used 
to build schooners iu a ship-yard of his 
own, and importeil slaves directly from 
the African const, selling to his neigh- 
bors such as he did not want. He was 
unmarried. Perhaps no one of Ihe 
daughters of the neighboring planters 
could be persuaded to share the lonely 
life which could hardly have appeared 
attractive in any woman's eyes; perhaps 
he preferred a life of freedom and inde- 
pendence. However that may have 
been, he was in the habit ol going occa- 
sionally to Africa himself, and of biiytni; 
his slaves from the nAlive chiefs, who 
disposed in this way of their prisoners of 
war. 

During one of these visits, while en- 
gaged in bargaining, he was struck with 
the grace and beauty of the chief's 
young daughter, a child often years old. 
Hv proposed lo buy her, but she was a 
favorite child ami her father could not 
part with her. Persuasions were for a 
time unavailing, but At length the sAVAge 
father, unable lo resist the glitter of the 
white man's gold, Agreed to part with his 
child upon condition that she should be 
treated with consideration and brought 
up as becomes a king's daughter. The 
planter promised, and, strange lo say, he 
kept hia word. She was kindly cared 
for and well educated, and in the course 
of time became the planter's lawful wife. 
She had, according to tradition, with the 
exception ol a dark skin, none of the 
usual negro characteristic*. Her hand- 
some features were regular, her hair 
smooth, her presence dignified and com- 
manding. Her husband seems never to 
have regretted his unusual course, and 
her influence over her captive country- 
men was unbounded. In addition to her 
position and superior intelligence was the 
consideration of her native rank, which 
lo them was A source of unquestioned 
right- 

The csuClishment was kept up in al- 
most princely style. The sons were sent 
to England to be educated ; for the 
daughters French ami F.nglish govern- 
esses were procured, and established in 
separate houses near the mansion ; while 
artisans of various kinds were constantly 
employed making quite a large commu- 
nity aside from the hundreds ol slaves 
upon the Island. And over all this, in 
her husband's long and frequent absence, 
reigned our dusky princess, as absolute in 
her insular domain as her savage father 
in his native wilds. She had A strong 
and powerful mind, and womanly kind- 
ness and sympathy as well. One old 
negro, who died' some time since, so old 
thai no one could remember him other 
than old, used to tell how he wns brought 
over when young to this Island, where 
he had lived ever since, and how he and 
others, sick and exhausted, were minis- 
tered to by the missis own hands, and 
how they always love her and always 
prayed, I-ord bless Ma'am Hannah I 
Every morning as she stood upon this 
very spot, the hands passed in review be- 
fore her, each gang with its driver, going 
to their work. She inspected them all, 
picking out such As were unfit for labor, 
and sending them to the hospital or to 
lighter tasks; and every night in the 
same spot she heard a report of the day, 
examined iajto all complaints, and wilh 
strict justice adjudged each offender's 
punishment ; and without her order not 
a lash could bo given. 

A Urrot Dloaaond ThlrC 

A man living under the name of Moos 
died recently in Woolwich, England. He 
was ihe volet of the late Duke of Bruns- 
wick.And stole the diamonds ol his master. 
They were very numerous and valuable, 
and the theft, which occurred ahout eight 
years ago, made such A noise At the time. 
The jewels were in an iron box, fastened 
with a lock very dfficult to open. The 
box was placed in a cavity in the wall of 
(he duke's bedroom, and the place was se- 
cured by a small iron door. This door was 
hidden by the silken covering which decor 
aled the entire walls of the department. 
The duke carried the keys of the box and 
the wall door perpetually in a belt.whrth 
never left his waist except during his 
toilet. Nevertheless, on returning to his 
chsmber one evening, he found diamonds 
strewed upon his carpet, a portion of the 
diamonds, valued atover a million of dol- 
lars, taken from the box. Shaw had also 
disappeared , hut was afterwards arrested in 
Bologne, France, and condemned (O twenty 
years of imprisonment and hard labor at 
Cayenne. In three years he managed to 
make bis escape from tha(, ond took 
refuge in F.ngland, where he lived incog- 
nito and very privately.
